In  October  we  had  our  class  elections  with 
the  following  results:  James  Frye,  President:  Rob- 
ert Winston,  Vice  President;  Mary  Jane  Lyons, 
Secretary;  John  Dewar,  Treasurer.  Stan  Richards 
spun  the  platters  for  our  "Winter  Carnival"  in 
December.  Our  project  for  money-making  was  the 
selling  of  sweatshirts  embossed  with  a  Dedham 
High  School  emblem.

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April  was  the  month  chosen  for  our  "Crazy- 
Mixed-Up"  Dance  with  the  Stardusters  furnishing 
the  music.  To  end  a  memorable  year  our  class  went 
to  Nantasket  for  an  outing. 

We  were  now  pretty  close  to  the  top,  with  only 
one  more  year  before  we'd  leave  D.  H.  S. 

Class  elections  were  held  in  November  of  our 
Junior  year.  Our  class  saw  its  first  girl  President. 
Carol  Sebio,  ably  assisted  by  Robert  Winston  as 
Vice  President  and  Mary  Jane  Lyons  as  Secretary. 
John  Dewar  again  took  care  of  the  money. 

Our  dance  month,  April,  took  over  again  and 
we  really  did  use  it.  Our  first  dance  "Fools  Frolic" 
with  the  Four  Beats,  was  followed  by  "April 
Showers,"  which  fell,  as  is  obvious,  in  April. 

In  the  latter  part  of  March,  we  had  started  to 
prepare  for  our  Junior  Prom,  picking  committees, 
songs,  and  a  theme.  By  May  sixth  everything  was 
ready.  "Blue  Mirage"  was  our  song,  and  the  decora- 
tions were  of  a  nautical  scene.  Afterwards,  we 
went  to  Coral  Gables  for  a  Fried  Chicken  Dinner 
and  more  dancing. 

Do  you  remember  the  knee  socks,  and  the  ber- 
mudas  that  the  girls  wore  this  year: — and  those 
crazy   different-colored  headbands? 

To  lead  our  teams  on  to  victory  in  our  senior 
year,  the  varsity  team  captains  were  chosen  during 
the  latter  part  of  this,  our  junior  year.  John  Dew^ar 
was  chosen  to  be  captain  of  the  hockey  squad  while 
Joe  Resha  headed  up  the  basketball  team.

We  floated  through  set  after  set  to  our  dreamy  theme  music,  "Blue  Mirage"  played  by  the 
Jerry  Davis'  Society  Orchestra,  while  admiring  the  lovely  yacht  club  decor  of  the  gym.  '  After 
the  dancing  was  ended  we  formed  a  line  for  the  Grand  March,  keeping  step  gayly  as  we  left 
the  D.  H.  S.  Gym.

Then  we  were  on  our  merry  way  to  Coral  Gables  for  luscious  fried  chicken,  more  dancing  under 
soft  lights,  and  loads  of  laughter  and  fun.  At  three  we  climbed  into  our  man  of  the  evening's  car 
and  went  to  breakfast  parties  where  we  drank  orange  juice,  ate  eggs  and  toast,  and  tried  to  keep 
our  eyes  open  and  laugh  until  day  break.  When  finally  we  crept  into  our  houses  (shoes  in  hand) 
the  bright  sun  peeping  in  the  windows,  we  were  so  very  tired,  but  also  full  to  the  brim  with 
precious,  gay,  sweet  moments  to  file  away  in  our  own  private  treasure  chest  of  memories.

At  last  our  senior  year  arrived,  and  with 
it  came  our  turn  to  inarch  down  the  aisle  in 
assembly. 

The  year  started  off  successfully  with  our 
class  elections.

OUR  EXCHANGE  STUDENT 


HANS  BOUMAN 

Hans  Bouman,  an  exchange  student  from  Rotterdam,  Holland,  spent  his  senior  year 
with  us  in  Dedham  High.  He  lived  with  Reverend  Hynes  of  the  Allan  Congregational 
Church.  We  grew  to  know  and  like  Hans  for  his  friendliness  and  humor.  He  had  many 
impressions  of  America  that  he  expresses  here  in  the  following  paragraphs. 

"When  our  boat  arrived  in  New  York  at  5  A.M.,  Sept.  18,  1955,  I  could  see  on  the 
shore  a  steady  flow  of  lights  and  cars  all  beautifully  colored.  We  were  greatly  im- 
pressed by  this. 

"I  came  into  D.H.S.  and  noticed  the  lunch  and  traffic  systems  which  we  don't 
have  in  Holland.  I  saw  that  there  were,  luckily  in  the  minority,  a  lot  of  'cats,'  and  that 
there  weren't  any  Indians  with  feathers,  that  television  and  sports  were  popular, 
that  people  were  very  busy,  that  many  students  had  or  could  drive  a  car,  that  girls 
are  'advanced,'  and  that  many  kids  like  it  better  in  the  drug  store  than  at  home. 

"The  first  weeks  it  was  strange  to  be  in  a  different  world  with  no  friends,  no 
Dutch  spoken,  but  once  I  met  the  other  students  I  felt  at  home.  I  think  that  the 
United  States  is  a  huge,  fine  land  and  I  hope  I  can  return  here  some  day."
